22013. Pollia sorzogonensis (E. Mey.) Rank succulent masses over moist 
stones in densely wooded ravines; stems green, usually branched, reclining _ 
at the base but finally erect; leaves recurved, equally green on both sides; 
Spikes erect, greenish except the watery white or bluish tinged flowers.

22014. Gironniera glabra Merr. A 2 feet thick tree in moist ravines; 
wood in the branches soft, white or nearly so; leaves conduplicate, tips. 
much recurved, sublucid and slightly uarker green above; infrutescence green, 
the obscurely compressed drupes turning wine red and juicy. Mt. Pinatubo, 
April to June, 1927. Ulm. 


Note: Gironniera glabra Merr. is from Mt. Marivcles. My Aphananthe 
negrosensis 1s apparently the same but with nearly twice as long leaves.

22018. Ficus integrifolia Elm. A large fig tree in wet wooded 
gulches; stem 2 to 3 feet thick, wadded toward the ground, otherwise crooked;

22019. Maesa denticulata Mez. Low shrubs in gravelly sand covered 
soil of ravines; branchiets Widely spreading, the leaves a trifle greener 
above; the young fruits or berries shining green.

22020. Ficus merrittii Merr. A foot and a half thick tree in very 
damp ravine bottom near cliffs; wood soft, watery white, the smooth mottled 
bark with latex; branches spreading, the branchlets ascending; leaves dry, 
much lighter green beneath, only the tips recurved, the vein more yellowish 
green; tubercles descending f:om the stem toward the ground, bend ible,
